CARDINAL UNVEILS MEMORIAL TO HEROES 


IN THUS CITY .15 OF AN IN’t’H 
ARRIVES DURING THE NIGHT; 
THOUGH PRECIPITATION SMALL 
IT IS HAILED WITH JOY. 


A most welcome rain started falling 
all over the state last night and is 
coming down at intervals this morn¬ 
ing. While the precipitation so far 
as been only .15 of an inch in this 
city, according to the rain gauge at 
the Southern Pacific depot, this 
amount added to the quarter of an 
inch that fell last Sunday has done' 
much good in the way of freshening 
the vegetation and encouraging its 
growth. 

In farming districts of the state the 
rain was badly needed, and the arrival 
of even a small amount is hailed with 
rejoicing. It has been of special 
benefit to the cattlemen in helping the 
growth of gras. In some regions the 
ranges were getting very short of feed 
up to about two weeks ago, but the 
small rains since have relieved the 
situation temporarily. In some places 
in the southwest the fall has been 
heavy enough to swell the rivers, the 
Colorado being reported last night at 
the highest point it has reached in 
ten years. Just south of the Mexican 
border it has flooded 50,000 acres of 
cotton land and Is still rising. 
Throughout central California a fall 
of a couple of inches would be hailed 
with delight. 


That the Friesley Aircraft Corpora¬ 
tion, which recently established a fly¬ 
ing field just south of this city where 
it has built extensive hangars, will 
shortly build a manufacturing plant 
for the making of planes on its field 
here, is the latest development in the 
local industrial world. This will be 
a plant for the actual manufacturing 
of aircraft rather than a mere assem¬ 
bling plant, according to the state¬ 
ment made to The Enterprise Thurs¬ 
day by H. M. Friesley, head of the 
company. The plans for the new 
plant are still too much in the forma¬ 
tive stage for a more definite an¬ 
nouncement at the present time, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Friesley, hut those 
plans have reached the place where it 
is known the company will be recapi¬ 
talized for a much larger sum than at 
present and everything possible done 
to assure the building here of a plant 
that will be an important factor in the 
local industrial field. 

Within a few days t]ie Friesley peo¬ 
ple will have on the local field a ten- 
passenger airplane with a wing spread 
of seventy feet. This mammoth ma¬ 
chine will be equipped with two 500- 
horsepower Liberty motors. It is 
planned to make a trip from San 
Francisco to Portland, Ore., with it 
the first day of April, making the start 
from Friesley Field, South San Fran¬ 
cisco. Seats for the trip will be sold 
to the highest bidder. The first lady 
passenger to hid for a seat is Mrs.

It is proposed 
the hall shall be a structure of such 
proportions and design as shall be an 
inspiration to all that is best in 
Americanism to all citizens of this 
city as well as to anybody else who 
shall see it. Those assembled at 
Friday night’s meeting of the post 
seemed confident that the hall could 
be built with the aid of the city’s 
public-spirited citizens. A committee 
from the post will immediately get in 
touch witli the state headquarters of 
the American Legion, which has plans 
for many different kinds and sizes of 
memorial halls.

A HISTORY 

The incorporation of the South San 
Francisco Land and Improvement 
Company was completed February 
18, 1891, by the filing «pf a copy of 
the artfcles of incorporation at 
Sacramento. 

The first directors’ meeting was 
held February 21, 1891, and the first 
officers of the company chosen by the 
directors February 21st, were: G. F. 
Swift of Chicago, president; C. W. 
Smith of San Francisco, vice-presi¬ 
dent and general manager; Peter E. 
Her of Omaha, second vice-president 
and secretary, and E. R. Lilienthal of 
San Francisco, treasurer. 

Among the original large holders of 
stock in the Land and Improvement 
Company were P. E. Iler of Omaha, 
M. C. Ruth of North Platte, Neb., 
Henry Miller, Henry J. Crocker, Geo. 
H. Mastick, P. N. Lilienthal, and E. R. 
Lilienthal of San Francisco, but a 
majority of the stock was taken by 
G. F. Swift, Nelson Morris, P. D. 


Armour, and Michael Cudahy, mil¬ 
lionaire meat packers of Chicago, and 
is still held by the Swift and Morris 
people. At the time of incorporation 
the land company took its name as 
“South San Francisco Land and Im¬ 
provement Company,” and at the first 
election of officers the name of “South 
San Francisco” was adopted as the 
name of the new city. 

The name, as well as the big enter¬ 
prise itself, originated in the schem¬ 
ing, constructive brain of Peter E. 
Iler, suggested through his South 
Omaha experience, a suggestion con¬ 
firmed and made available by the fact 
that the lands acquired by Iler were 
situated directly south of and in close 
proximity to the city of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The first work of the newly organ¬ 
ized commpany was the framing and 
adoption of plans for the future city 
of South San Francisco. 

In making up and working out 
their plans, these builders of big 
business and industrial cities realized 
the strategic, value of their 3500 acres 
of land as especially adapted for the 
development of an important indus¬ 
trial center, situated as it %as, and is,

just outside the city limits of San 
Francisco and fronting deep water for 
a distance of three miles on the bay 
of San Francisco. 

They saw that their block ot bay 
shore land occupied the gateway 
through which all traffic, by rail or 
otherwise, must pass between San 
Francisco and all the coastside south¬ 
ern country. They realized that their 
“city to be” was to be not only an 
important unit in San Francisco’s in¬ 
dustrial system, but that in time it was 
to be one of San Francisco’s three in¬ 
dustrial bulwarks; the three being 
Hunter’s Point, Bay Shore at the 
county line, and South San Frdncisco 
at San Bruno Point, and that of these 
three their city was to be the greatest. 
They also very clearly understood 
that the future proportions and great¬ 
ness of their city would be measured 
by the extent of land available for 
manufacturing purposes. 

in 1889 and ’90, when Her was look¬ 
ing for a location for his enterprise, 
Hunter's Point was already controlled 
by capital engaged in its industrial 
development. 

The Bay Shore district—now occu¬ 
pied by the shops and works of the 
Southern Pacific Company—was at 
that time all truck gardens, and was 
known as “Visitacion Valley.” It ad¬ 
joins San Francisco, and Iler could; 
have taken it, but it was not big J 
enough; its level land being restrict- j 
ed to the narrow compass of Visita- | 
cion Valley and its water front 
limited to the outlet of that little 
valley. 

''■Of Iler’s 3500 acres at San Bruno 
Point, 200 ares are level and nearly 
level land, available and every way 
suitable as sites for manufacturing 
industries, and then adjoining on the 
south and fronting on the bay are 
2000 additional acres of level land, 
available for the future extension and 
growth of the industrial city of South 
San Francisco. 

Upon its organization the Land and 
improvement Company retained as 
counsel the law firm of Mastick, 
Belcher, Van Fleet & Mastick, and 
employed Civil Engineer J. A. Wor- 
then to lay out, survey and subdivide 
its big tract of land, and to establish 
the grades for streets and alleys in 
the business and residence section 
and highways and thoroughfares for 
the industrial district. 

Mr. Worthen and his staff of as¬ 
sistants were busily engnged in this 
work all of 1891 and a part of 1892.
